In the proposed After Final amendment filed 8/12/02 (Paper No. 12), the new limitations 
of "metallic substrate to secure the tab" (line 9 of Claim 4), now requires more specifically that 
crimping occurs between metallic substrate and the screening cover to "secure the tab". The 
recitation of "secure the tab" now presented for the first time, narrows the scope of the claims 
requiring further consideration and search by the examiner.
